Tung (Manchu) abd Haiti Ching-cl’eng (both 
mombors of the. Taung-li Yamen, the latter 
President of the Manchurian Railways and ex. 
Chineso Minister at St. Petersburyz) to procced 
ax High Commissioners to the Foreign troops 
(en ronte to Peking to relieve the Legutions) to 
stuy their advance. Tho twdé Commissioners took 
with them interpreters, of whom our friend Mu 
Kung-chén was one, His party got the next 
day as fur us Féngtai (the repair-works of the. 
N.C. Railways, near Peking), when they were 
arrested by Boxers und led to the Altar of their 
Patron Suint (** Tk-820," who is supposed to be 
Kuanti god of war, who during the present 
dynasty was created, “ The Conqueror to the 
Devils," Fu-ine-ta-ti—Wwheuce we now seo the 
animus of the Boxes rebstlion).. The Boxera were 
most hosiile with the imperial commissioners 
and thore were cries that the mandarins should 
be divexnbowelled and their hearts and livers 
should be offered beforés their Patron Saint's 
altar. Tho commissionora stood their ground. 
howovek, and tried to prove'with the Boxers the 
sucrvilness of their persons ag dervants of the 
Emperor ou a special errand; bat the Boxer 
loaders would not listen to tho words of the 
Commissioners and replied : Ai 

“ We Boxer patriots only know our Patron 
Saint and to obyy his commands. We. haye 
‘no need tousk the Throne for orders (in other 
words, we only resognise the yuthority of our 
leaders’ through our Patron Suint—obtained 
through. un oracle—-and decline to recognise 
the authority of the Throne), If you tivo 
Commissioners are wowed to proceed ‘on your 
way you will doubtless work: with the For- 
eigners for our ultimate destruction. As -ygu 


“fare really Ministors of the Throne it is hot 


proper that we should summarily decapitate 
you; but we will (consult the oracle) ask our | 
utron Saint for his orders in regard to you,” 
“Three titnes was the oracle “ worked," but no 
answer cume to them, but the fourth attempt 
seemed to be successful, for the Iedders of the 
Boxers’ notified the Commissioners: “Our 
Patron Saint has pardoned you from death, bnt 
we warn you from proceeding further on your 
journey. You had: better return. af once, to 
Peking ‘and report’ matters to the Throne.” 
What a narrdw ‘escape from death! 
20th June—At 4 pm. today the Kansn 
‘troops begun firing on the Austrinn Loyation 


from the Prince's Palace Groat Street (Wanp- 
fu Ta-chich), north of the Ch'angan Memorial 
Arch. ‘The noigo of the mutual firing from 
rifles ond guns was deafening while the bullets‘ 
constantly fell all ronnd Like rain-ttrops. The 
firing lasted all night. _ 
2st Suve—This morning the tiring com- 
mmenced ayain with terrific earnestuess, and us 
I wes trying to find out, whether we were in 
rent danger or not, I perceived several Kansn | 
soldiers on top of our western neighbour's house 
firing into the Austrian Legation. As T fenred. 
that the foreign troops might direct their fire 
on this house also and make it dangerous fr un, 
I at once took my family—wife, younger sister 
and a little son and daughter—and. fled with 
them into Chizo-ming street (ulso near Legution- 
street) for safety. At about 130 p.m, the 
Austrian Legation: was captured by the Kanse 
trdopa, and at about § p.m. they began setting on 
fire the buildings near by. The fire was just south 
of my house distant about 150 yards and sepa: 
rate only by a street--the Ch‘ang-an street. As 
night fell the buildings just east of the Austrian 
Legation, namely, the Imperial Chinese Bank 
and the Dollar. Mint, got on fire, spreading 
everywhere and filuminating the heavens all 
night. None of ua dared to sleep this night. 
2and Jnno.—Ad morning broke we could soo 
that the conflagration was spreading east ta 
west. and burning moré fiercely than ever, and 
it seemed that the large Railway School between 
the Anstrisn Legation and the Imperial Chinese 
Bank had-also been destroyed. At 0-a.m. to-day 
just as we.wore at. breakfast: we suddenly heard 
the noise. of breaking into our: western -ngigh- 
bours’. honses,~ followed by rifle-shots dnd then 
by-shonts and wries'of mon, women: and: child: 
ren. At this moment opr: servent, Li Yi, 
came. rushing -into the room. ‘we were “in, with 
‘pale face. and. excitsd manner, “and: ‘said: that 
Government -troops’had begun: to plander the 
‘neighbouring houses. .;Both niyself und cousin, 
who was.with mo, became palo ‘and scared also, 
anid ordered ‘Li ‘Yi that -if any one knocked at 
our getes he was to-open them at once and not 
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‘to wait (for the soliiors) to break in tenselvos: 
Ho wasalso inatracted to talk ina friendly man- 
ner'to-the-intruders if they came: and take care 


. | hot. to rouse. their anger. ’. Shortly. afterwards 


| the sollisrs dane rushing.into aut house alxo. 
Some had come through from ony western noigh- 
hour's house. while ‘others broke in by the front 
gate. The intruders. numbered over divonty in 
all, armed euch one with a rifle; aid xeamed to 
bo in a:most savaye’ mood. I sad-my ‘cousin 
with my little son with my son! df office in hand, 
inot ‘the soldiers outside our cuest-hall and told 
thom that this was tlie residence of 4» motropoli- 
tan official, -E stid: . If you all, are deter. 
mind on plander yon ars welcome to what we 
"have, but £ pray that you will not maltreat and 
jehten, our little ones.” No-one replied, but 
they hegan dragging out the whole contents of 
our romdeneo into the courtyard, Then they 
broke open all onr trunks and boxes, poured out 
their contents, and having taken awuy the 
beat—valunblo far. clothos, jewallory nnd monoy. 
—of these, the party luft without further words, 
Soon otter theso had left, a second party of 
soldiers arrived, and kaving taken the best of 
what hed boon left hy > firet party, left us 
numolested, Then a third party came and 
having also taken of the best of tne remnants, 
quiotly loft, and so on until the 7th or Sth party 
hol come; cleaniug up everything we had, All 
our clothes had been taken and even~ the 
Punknotes Thad secreted ‘on my person wire 
taken by a man who sourched me = When 
we had beon ¢leuned out, the soldiers be- 
gan knocking st onr castorn’ neighbour, 
Str, Mus house, But Ma oppeared ta hays de- 
olded: to resist the soldiers. This eiraged the 
soldiers who began to assault the place, climbing 
the walls and roof-tops neur by.and tiring into 
the howe. Bullets rell about plentifully and, 
during the commotion. taking my little son 
with mo, [escaped to my landlord's house for 
temporury safety. The cries and shouts had 
now become more furious and the fusilude’ more 
tleree ~Mr Ma's honse. waa now surrounded by a 
large crowd of soldiers and shrieks and cries for 
holp sounded far and near. a bullet penetrated 
a Widow of the room we all wore in, and we 
looked st ono another. with pale and scared 
faces. At this moment Mr Ma's house was get 
Tire to and began to burn fiercely ; soldiers were 
thick in front, rear, right, and Jeft of our 
street, ull intent on pillage; I durad not leave 
our plave, us already thres corpses were lying 
xbont.at the front door. 
I saw a dead body: just outside of my land- 
lord's outer yuest-hall and on coxauinution 
found it to be that'of the son and her of tha 
Wang family, lying at the east side of this 
house. Greatly shocked uqd luvin no othor 
way of scape, L had to lie on the floor for shout 
‘two hours to escape the flying bullets, :In the 
meanwhile the fire ut our eastern neighbour's 
was buming more tereely than aver, and. at 
thid moment a xoldier appeared at the rust 
hall threatening ux with ius rifle und demand- 
ing nioney from as on pain of inunedinte death, 
wherenpon.an old, female servant of my Land- 
Jord prostrated horself before the soidier, pray- 
ing for mercy ond sayin tat onr all bad -a!- 
ready, boon tuken by foriner parties of soldiers. 
The soldier then went off appurently dis 
appointd,. After a while the sound of pillage 
graduully died out in our vicinity, and,. taking 
advantage of the lil, my cousin and I tried to 
excape tothe Grand Secretary Sun Chisnai's 
house (now retired), We had gone but a few 
steps from our house, when wo were suddenly 
stopped by some soldiers who predunted their 
Titles und threatened to shoot us, By this time 
all the front gates of houses in the neighbour — 
hood were stunding wide open und we' speedily 
soaght refuge in one of these. Portunately 
no one pursued us, Horo wo stayed awhile 
anil secing no one in the neighbourhood we 
again youtured to start. Again were we pre- 
vented in. the same manner, after going for. 
ward, a few’ steps, and again did we seek 
safety ins house near by, This last. house 
belonged to o Li family ind was only tive doors 
away from our own. We found the father of 
the. Li's and ‘his sons weeping bitterly, who 
informed us that of nearly Tts, 150,000. worth of 
money, jewellery, antique curios, etc, they had 
beon plundered. of everything... An we two were 
debating what to do-next, the wind suddenly 
changed, and the fire spreading eastwards threa- 
tened the howse of the Li's, ‘Lhe inmates were 
in n dilemma; troops outside prevented escape, | 
while the conflagration was petting clocer und 
closer. At this moment there urose the cry that 
a fore of Government cavalry under its 
colonel was coming from ‘the westward sand 
this deided us to bolt back to our house at 
the east of the street. Shouts and crics became 
louder md with them the sound of o large 
body of cavalry approaching. It uppeared that 
the Government troops had just’ them ‘heard” 
6f the pillaging, incendtarism, and rioting 
of the Kinsu troops and had now come to 


restore order. I therefore took sdvantaye of 
this tomuke my way to Grand Secretary Sun's 
house, . Aw T arrived J tuw HE, who kad just 
got into an open sedan-chair—the chair in 
which ho is allowed by special edict to ride 
when yoing to the Palaco—proeeeding on his

(the Heir-upparent’s second Tutor and known 
to be the most bigoted of Conservatives at Court). 
HLE, Sun seemed to be greatly agitated and 
scared, His house had been pillaged furing 
the night alko and hai been treated worst of ull. 
I found his son with only his underclothes on. 
He eyen had been stripped of everything by the 
riotons soldiers. They had threstened HE. 
with their rifles while demanding mongy. ete., 


gud had tuken everything—even to furniture |, 


and tho couple of carts.and mules H.E. kept for 
travelling about. Theso last were uaed by the 
soldiers to carry away th+ir plunder. about 
this time I saw. that the conflarration in the 
vicinity of my house hid nearly died out, but ¥ 
decided not to retarn and dotermined to stay 
in H.E.'s house for the night, unywhere. It 
was then only about 2'clock pm. Shortly after- 
wards I heard people saying that orders had 
been issued from the headquarters of the Govern: 
ment troops that anyone-found looting would 
be summarily decapitated and his head hung at 
the scene of looting, aud in a few minutes a few 
cavalry soldiers appeared with some heads which 
thoy lung up at the gutes of H.E.’s house as a 
. warning to all.» This had w good effect, for im- 
mmediately the looting soldiers began to dis- | 


appear. Upon this I’ ‘determined to, return 
home sgain and returning on foot I beheld nwn- 


bers of corpses strewing the streets, and gatting |}. 


to my house learned that all onr nel¢hhours had 
lost some, of their number by the bullets of the 
plundering soldiers; “I alxolearned that. the 
mother of Wén, the Censor, had been killed 
daring the riot by some goldier's sword, “In Mr. 
Ma's louse—the place which first began to resist

keeper, and the other the couchman. At our 
western neighbour's, three. had: heen ‘slain—the 
heir. of ‘the ‘house and two servants, We ‘were 
thankful. that -we hud ‘escaped . with our 
lives}. ‘nor was any’. one wounded... This 
was tpully because.we made a0 resistance 
and quickly. opened-our. gates to the soldiers, 
and: -aleo’ becarise we had’ the'.previous day. 
first..remoyved ‘our ‘women und: children. to, a

they loan present Iam sfraid: that their ories 
and -terror..would probably. have: angered the’

Aa for these riots and looting, it. was entirely 
Sunexpoctad by’ everyone herd, for although we 
Inew that rebding and. outrages were frequent 


doth. insids aad_ogiside Poking, our. quarter | 


belag surrounded. by a chrdon of -Government 
roo re thought ourselves parfertly. anfe from 
trouble, and 0. uo one had songht safety in 
‘flight and removal elsewhere, Hence this calu- 
mity cumedown like.a thnnderstorm in a clear 
sky, Ou the contrary,; many familing had 
sought safety by moving into our ‘quarter. 
What: was: our “astonishment, tien, that the: 
trouble should have actually sprang from regn- 
lar troops, who indeed proved ta be more savage 
and more insatiable than even the local outlays 
and ruffians, I heuv also that thy residunce of the 
Grand Secretary Hsii T’ung and the palace of 
Prince Su were also plinderedand that after’ bu- 
ing looted clean they. were sat tire to. . The 
troops seomed to fear. nothing. ‘The troop 
who commenced the plilaging were the Kansu 
men of Tung Fu-hsiang. Phen troops belong 
to Jang Lu’s own personal command (the Mid- 
die Corps of the“ Wuwei Army,"-Grand Army 
of the. North).cams on the scene to restore 
order nud prosorve tho penco; but inatead of 
doing this thoy actually joined the Kunsa men 
in getting loot! Eventually it-was found that 
Jung Lars own army. wore the greatest dinners 
in thia rsofuct. ; : 

28rd June.--Harly this morning Jung Lu 
arrived in person at Grand Secretary Sun's 
residences to investigate tho miutter’ of the recont 
outrages ond pillage. ‘Taking advantage of 
this I followed Jung L's cilvaleade to try and 
get to Ma Kung-chon's houve, cust of the atroet, 
At night we ‘began’ to see Taichi-chang, and 
the houses. nes Lazation Street: on fire. - 1 
mounted thatop of Ma Kung-chin's hous and 
hed 2 good view’ of the conflagration, the famos 
spreading along and fooking like «a long tire 
drvzon, . : : 

24th Juno.--Commencing from to-day the: 
sound of rifly fring has ner ceased, springing: 


“up on all sides, that in the direction af tho Bridge 


over the Inperin! Canal (Yiiho-ch‘ino) being 
the most severe, Bahind the Haulin Academy 
is the British Logation, and this: has beon the 
place of concentration of all the foreign troops 
there. When the fighting between troops and 
Boxora agrainst tha foreign troops first began. a 
large-numbor of native Christians mado a xortie 
from the Legation with the object of escaping. 
They were all armed with riffos und weapons 
and strack at whomxoever apposed them. Many 
of the regnlur troops and Boxersthen chased the 
Christians, and went about hunting for them so 
that no ona could venture on the xtreots, No 
mercy wag shown to tho Christians and where. 
ever found they were ut once killed. Some of 
the houses searchad were also set fire' to after. 
wards, and the Christians taken ont lud to the 
Lamp-lizht Market where they were buroed to 
cinders, ; 

27th Juno.—Towlay the Britich Legation was 
tuken und the forsign troops tock refuge in ‘the 
Tonttze Huvung (ane).. The-houses in Chinom- 
ing-streat hnd by this time all been burned down 
to the ground, searcely any being left standing. 
At night the firing suddenty beeame silent, 7 
wonder why? : .
